OFFSHORE BANKING UP--The number of foreign banking units in the state of Bahrain 
rose this year to 58, compared to 51 units last year. In a report issued yester- 
day, the Bahrain Monetary Organization said that the assets of these units in- 
creased by about 663 million dollars, for a growth average of 2 percent. The 
liabilities of the foreign banking units during the first 9 months of this year 
siowed an increase of 5.9 billion dollars, for a growth rate of 21 percent. In 
its teport, the organization mentioned that the liabilities of the Arab states 

at the end of September emounted to 21.8 billion dollars, as compared to 21.9 bil- 
lion dollars at the end of July, while assets of these states rose from 17 billion 
dollars at the end of July 1980 to 17.2 billion at the end of September 1980. The 
organization's report explained that foreign currency formed 25 percent of the 
total assets and 28 percent of the total liabilities.

‘U.S. DANGER' TO IRAN HERALDED BY TUDES ORGAN 
eran MARDOM in Persian 27 Dec 80 pp 1,7 
(Article: "The Danger from America Is Serious, Immediate and Prevasive"/ 


/Text/ All evidence shows that American imperalism is preparing a conspiracy which 
is greater, more dangerous and more extensive than the previous ones against the Is- 
lamic revolution and republic of Iran. American imperalism's military preparations 
in the area have become intensified in an unprecedented manner. The Persian Gulf, 
the Sea of Qman and the bases of such dependent satellite countries as Oman, Saudi 
Arabia, Jordan, Pakistan, Egypt, the Persian Gulf shiekhdoms, Bahrain, Somalia and 
so forth have been filled to the brim with American military forces, boats, ships, 
and equipment. 


Following the defeat of Saddam Husayn's regime's military aggression, the American 
imperialists have now blatantly embarked on threats and terror and are drawing up 

a line and a plan for the Islamic Republic of Iran. American officials have consi- 
dered Iran's just conditions for freeing the American “hostages” to be "unreasonable" 
and have spoken of the possibility of using “other solutions." 


Under these conditions, the presentation of claims regarding the three Iranian islands 
in the Persian Gulf on the part of imperialist circles, the new agreement between 
Pakistan and Saudi Arabia to place two move divisions of Pakistani forces at the dis- 
posal of Saudi Arabia (part of which are >eing located in the Persian Gulf), and the 
disclosure of America's role to fragment ran bespeak American imperalism's constant 
extensive plot and the completion of preparations to attack the Iranian revolution. 


Experience with America's previous unsuccessful piots shows that American imperial! - 
ism always begins extensive activities before carrying out any plot in order to cre- 
ate a domestic front aimed at weakening the resistance force of the people and the 
revolutionary vigilance of the officials and the masses and then put its basic plot 
into the stage of implementation right at the peak of these preparations of ground- 
work. 


The exposure of the evidence of the failure of the plot of military aggression by 
Saddam Husayn and preparation for tle implementation of a subsequent conspiracy plan 
was immediately accompanied by a broad outcry and tumult on the part of counterrevolu- 
tionary, Suspicious and accommodating elements and groups. The accommodating and 
counterrevolutionary forces, panicked at the deepening of the revolution and the 
strengthening of its bases, are exerting all their efforts to stem this ineluctable 
process. What precipitated this broad tumult was a well known television interview 























which transmitted criticism of, contempt for and slander against Moslem revolution- 
aries and the gains of the revolution in an unprecedented manner via a government 
medium, This event then led to extensive activity by the counterrevolution and 
classes and groups opposed to the people, and the fighting clerics following the path 
of the emam and other revolutionary forces, in particular the Tudeh Party of Iran, 
became the target of the most extreme, presumptuous attacks. These attacks are still 
going on, 


Eman Khomeyni's instructions regarding the maintenance of calm and the avoidance of 
disruption has in no way conformed to the extensive preparations of American imperfal- 
ism. The liberal and Maoist publications have tried, and are trying, with al! their 
power to prevent the creation of a climate of understanding and calm. In addition to 
this, a series of provocative speeches has been made in Tehran and the provinces by 
specific individuals and circles, in the course of which the Army of Guards has been 
called “worse than Savak" and contempt has been shown for clerics who are the object 
of the people's trust. The holding of parades with suspicious slogans in some towns 
has resulted in clashes and distrubances and all of them were the efforts of suspicious, 
pliant groups which have been and are trying with all their might to preserve and ex- 
pand the front of domestic psychological war. 


The dimensions of the plot have gradually become laid bare. Hojj-atoleslam Rezvani, 
the emam's representative in the Nowzheh garrison, exposed the plot to assassinate 

40 clerics. Shortly after, the CIA-fabricated Forgan group made an attempt against 
Ayatollah Musavi Ardabili, the national general public prosecutor, and the wounded 
counterrevolution engaged in acts of contempt against the leadership of the revolution 
in the streets. 


Under such conditions the counterrevolution and suspicious elements have proceeded 
to create provocations in factories and among workers whose jobs are closely related 
to the lives and daily requirements of the people. 


Regarding the methods which the persons preparing the coup d'etat had followed in lay- 
ing the groundwork for inflicting the blow, Naser Rokni, connected with a coup d'etat 
in the air force, stated among other things in his radio and television conference 
after his arrest: 


“It was a role which Bani Ameri had prepared for them. About a week or 10 days be- 
fore the coup d'etat, they were to start riots and sabotage so that that would divert 
the attention of people in charge of matters in the republic and draw it toward those 
disrupted areas. The forces of the guards would go there and the resisting forces 
would go there.” 


The events underway in our country now have an enormous resemblance to the execution 
of these instructions. 


One must be vigilant. The danger of American imperialism is serious, immediate and 
enduring. One must summon everyone to create an internal front vy uniting against 
treasonous efforts by the counterrevolution and sabotage and provocation by the |i- 
berals and Maoists and be prepared with all one's power to confront America'a seventh 
plot, whose execution has begun.

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ORIGINS OF GULF WAR STUDIED FROM VARIOUS ASPECTS 
Rome POLITICA INTERNAZIONALE in Italian Dec 80 pp 5-12 


{Interview with Naser Sadat Salami and Taha Ahmad Al-Da'ud, ambassadors of Ifan and 
Iraq, respectively, to Italy, by Stefano Pietrantonio] 


[Text] The conflict between Iran and Iraq has been dragging on 
now for over 2 months with seriow: losses of life and equipment 
on both sides, without a foreseeable possibility of solution. The 
fact that in this whole period no substantial hypothesis of media- 
tion has succeeded in taking shape is symptomatic. 





The United Nations has once more shown its inadequacy and impotence 
for administering and solving crises between two countries, even if 
limited. The two great powers have, at least apparently, been 
watching and this fact, in view of the international climate, must 
be judged as positive, but it cannot be denied that their agree- 
ment would have facilitated search for a solution. Europe has 
limited itself to wishful thinking, concerned primarily with con- 
tinuation of its own oil supplies. The movement of nonalined 
countries, to which the two countries in conflict belong, has 
failed miserably ir its attempts at mediation, confirming the 
profound crisis through which it is going. The Arab world has 
been divided and lacerated, siding with one or the other ad- 
versary, without being capable of proposing a united line of 
action. 





It is obvious that, since this state of affairs persists, the 

key to a solution to the crisis must be sought in Tehran and in 
Baghdad. POLITICA INTERNAZIONALE has believed it appropriate 

to compare the positions of the two countries, in order to under- 
stand the respective reasons and motives and to explore what 
margins there are for a negotiated solution to the conflict. Thus, 
we have interviewed the ambassadors of Irag and of Iran to Italy. 
For Iraq, Ambassador Taha Ahmad Al-Da'ud, former head of the Eco- 
nomic Bureau and of the Arab Bureau of the Iragi Ministry of For- 
eign Affairs and ambassador to England and to Algeria. For Iran, 
Ambassador Naser Sadat Salami, who has been lecturer in sociology 
in the University of Azad, director of four departments of Iranian 
radio-television in the post revolutionary phase and subsequently 
spokesman of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 














In pointing out the official positions of their reapective governments, 
Our two interviewees expressed very severe judgments on the government 
Or on the regime in the rival country. POLITICA INTERNAZIONALE limite 
itself, obviously, to recording these judgments, without sharing the 
controversial exasperations and it continues to hope that, in spite 

of everything, there will still be the instruments and the desire for 
a settlement of the war. The interviews were conducted by Stefano 
Pietrantonio. 


Iran's Reasons 
Interview with Naser Sadat Salami 


{Question} There is the impression that the young Iranian revolution is being torn 
apart internally by a constant "war" between the extremist wing and the moderate 
wing of Islamssm. Might not these constant internal frictions be detrimental to 
the very existence of this new state now free from any oppression? 


[Answer] Yes, the danger exists. But I believe that all that is natural after any 
revolution, whether Marxist or Islamic, inasmuch as every revolutionary r : 
stems from an ideology and there always are different points of view rec ling oA 
ideology. It is altogether natural for everyone to seek to influence ti. others. 
Yes, this problem exists. You use terms like extremist, moderate, but ea © © st in 
what? Moderate in what? This divergence between extremism and moderation does not 
exist practically, because both components are Islamic and this kind of terminology 
does not exist in Islam. 


In Iran, there are differences in views, but, as I have said, it is natural for them 
to exist. The only thing is that it is necessary to be careful not to intensify the 
politicel differences too much, because there are still some who are seeking to 
destroy chis revolution of ours and it would be foolish to prepare the ground for 
their eventual counterrevolutionary activities. Ours is a new republic that, in- 
dependently of the superpowers, has won the power with a revolution. This new so- 
ciety wants to remain and will remain independent. This is because of a very sim- 
ple fact: Islam does not adhere either to Marxism or to capitalism and there can 
never be any kind o; dialog with these two systems on the ideological level, as long 
as the way is open on che political level. 


There is a keen dialectic in Sh'ism and it is necessary to be ver, ‘amiliar with 
Islam and Sh'ism to understand, really thoroughly, why these differences still exist 
in Iran after the revolution. The following is sometiing very important not to be 
overlooked: every time that Iran has been in danger during these last 20 months of 
the revolution, all its political trends have united, leaving controversies aside. 
Points in common were found for continuing to move forward together. But that does 
not rule out the fact tnat there are and will be divergences in views. Moreover, 
they are things that exist all over the world. 


But leaving aside these reflections of an ideological nature, I should like to point 
out something else. There are many who do not accept the present revolutionary si- 
tuation through which Iran is going who do not want ovr revolution to be consolidated 
and who seek every stratagem to create “the Iran problem" and, you will excuse me, 
the press also often and willingly lends itself to tnat. For example, Iran was a 

















Pillar for the United States in ite foreign policy in the Middle Bast and in Asia, 
both from the Strategic and the economic point of view. It was a great shock to 
the United States to lose iran and, therefore, they are trying and will try to strike 
us with every means in every field, but they will never succeed in obtaining anything. 


The Iranian people have chosen their course and they have always demonstrated that 
they wanted this revolution and to protect it down to the extreme consequences. Ours 
is @ revolution and the Americans have not succeeded in realizing that it is not 
4 question of a coup d'etat or of a palace change, but of something more profound 
and more serious. It is 4 question of a revolution, a revolution unheard of in the 
whole world that, differently from the other ones that were all of Marxist inspira- 
tion, is, on the other hand, Islamic. We are not a dictatorial country. This same 
internal dialectic ie symptomatic of democracy, of freedom. Once the problems that 
we have in thie difficult situation have been solved, we shall apply ourselves dili- 
gently to reconstructing the country. We have a Constitution and tiere is no further 
discussion on this. We shall become a country that bases its activity on a Consti- 
tution desired by ail the people. 


(Question) Why did this war for the Shatt@-al-Arab break out precisely at so criti- 
cal 4 time in international political activity? Is there any special reason? Would 
Iran be ready to settle the conflict by means of diplomacy? 


|Anewer) This war was the nth attempt by the United States to destabilize Iran. 
Iraq was not in 4 position to attack Iran either militarily or psychologically and 
it is obvious that it was encouraged by Washington. The United States wanted, in 
ite intentions, to unleash this war by means of Iraq, to win victory rapidly and 
then impose a man of its own on Iran, after bringing about the collapse of the Is- 
lamic regime. They thought that we had a shattered army and domestic political ac- 
tivity on the road to deterioration. In short, they hoped that a spark would suf- 
fice to make Iran blow up and destroy it. 


What escapes the Americans, and the rest of the world, is the spirit with which the 
Iranian people have faced up to this experience. The Americans are thinking of 
spare parts, but ours is 4 spirit predisposed to martyrdom. In the days of the 
struggle in the streets against the former shai, we lost 70,000 of our young per- 
sons, but we won in the end. We are ready to do the same thing again. If 70,000 
killed are not enough, we shall go up to 700,000, to 7 million, but we shall never 
give in. We shall use military means as long as they last. If they run out, we 
shall turn the war into 4 people's war. The people want to defend this Islamic 
nation in spite of all the difficulties. They have already overcome many, but they 
have matured precisely through these sufferings. Every man who lives in Iran is a 
living Khomeini, because the Imam is a symbol of resistance, a symbol of principles 
like nonsubmission to the superpowers. 


No, Wwe are not ready in any way whatsoever to settle this war by diplomacy, for a 
very simple reason: we are defending our territory, our country, our revolution 
from an out-an-out act of aggression. I do not see what motive could induce us to 
eit around a table to discuss, but, then, about what? About why have been attacked? 
No, thank you. Ever :ince Irag invaded us, its troops have succeeded in seriously 
damaging only two cities: forramshahr and Abadan, but only because they are close 
to the border. The resistance of these two cities is not even comparable with Sta- 
lingrad. It is Gefinitely something more. 

















We are not in 1953 and, unfortunately, net even the Buropeans have realised this and 
have fallen into the American game. In Iran, there was 4 revolution and it is neces~ 
sary to deal with Iran, not attack it or try to destabilise it in any way. I believe 
that Burope should reflect on itself as follows: to what extent is it independent? 
The Third World countries want to find the third interlocutor, because, if they should 
want to get out of the clutches of the two superpowers, where could they go? To 
China? No, At least in our opinion, Peking is not the third interlocutor, abso~ 
lutely not. China is worse than the USSR, The UBBR is worse than China and the 
United States is worse than both. If this new interlocutor should be found, the very 
political “face” of the world would change necessarily. Everything would find a new 
dimension. Personally, I am not a Bureopeanist, but I believe that Burope can play 

@ more important part in international politics. It has the potentiality and the 
means for 60 doing. But, then, why does it not strive to create, concretely, its own 
autonomy from the blocs? 


The Iraqi are waging 4 dirty war. Because they cannot hit our military positions, 
they strike our defenseless cities, the civilian population. They killed 13! chil- 
dren in a Kermanshahan school and the city of Degful has been hit by Russian missiles 
causing hundreds of victims, but no one has written or reported these things on radio 
or television. The international press often does not understand what it does not 
want to understand. 


But still more serious is the fact that, for the first time in the history of the 
world, one country attacks another country without being con wed by anyone. It 
is absurd. It is also true that there is the problem of the. stages, condemnable 
from a Western point of view and the Europeans have condemned 18, accusing us of 
having violated the rules of international law. But, then, I ask: does the term 
aggression against a country not exist in this law? Ie it not 4 part of it? Iraq 
should be condemned for what it has done, but no one has done so! Neither govern- 
ments, nor parties, nor intellectuals; no one. The Iraqi are in the service of 
world imperialism. This war will have grave consequences for the life of the 
European countries, not for the United States or for the USSR, because, if it is 
extended, all the oi] supplies on which Europe depends for its supply will be 
blocked, producing, consequently, an uncontrollable chaos. 


Tt is true that Iraq is trying to put us in a bad light in the eyes of the whole 
world and in the eyes of the Nonalined Movement itself by constantly repeating that 
it wants to negotiate, that it wants peace. But if it had actually wanted peace, 
Traq could have settled the matter by means of Algeria, for a very simple fact: 

in 1975, there was a summit meeting of Islamic heads of state in Algeria and, at 
that time, the former shah and Saddam tiussein, then present as vice president, 
signed a treaty guaranteed by Algeria as representative of the Islamic countries. 
Iraq could have turned to Algeria for possible claims, but it did not do this. It 
could have requested intervention by the United Nations International Court of Jus- 
tice, in The Haque, but it has not done so. In this connection, we respect and 
shall respect the Algeria agreement as long as it is in force. We do not accept 
solutions through diplomatic channels, because this agreement is still in force. 
The risk run is serious: that this war will spread all over the region. Our re- 
volutionary aim is to help other people who live oppressed, but also to help our- 
selves. 


As long as Iraq, which is receiving military assistance irom the USSR and the United 
States continues its aggression, we are compelled to fight. As long as powerful 














Military equipment is installed on territories close to our borders «= I am referr ng, 
for example, to Saudi Arabia ~- we shall be compelled to fight down to the last drop 
of bleed, down to the last breath of the last Iranian. 


(Question) An opinion on Iraq, on the regime of Saddam Husayn, 


|\Anawer) It can be defined in one single word: fascist. The Ba'th Party is based 
on Arab nationalism, in spite of the efforts made by the Iraqi to publiciae it as 
socialist. Sefore the war, nonewsman could enter Iraq and this seems to me rather 
symptomatic. It is a dictatorial regime. The crimes that Saddam Nussein has com- 
mitted during his entire political career are incredible, atrocious, like the mur- 
der of the head of the Iraqi Shi'ites and his sister, which occurred in the Baghdad 
military prison. They were tortured and literally torn to pieces. Iraqi themselves 
are killed for the slightest opposition. The Kurds have no escape. 


The regime of Saddam ‘vusayn is destined to collapse. We is playing the classic 
double game with the superpowers, but how long can it last? Relations are good 
with the United States, in spite of appearances <- even if Iraq should assume the 
presidency of the Nonalined Movement in 1982 <= and before Reagan was elected presi- 
dent, there was good, if not excellent, friendship between the two. And ali this 

to seek to become the policeman of the Persian Gulf. Iraq is closely tied to the 
USSR, because all the Iraqi industrial plants, development plans and armament are 
Soviet. 


The regime of Saddam “U54)" will collapse, because his plan to defeat great Persia 
will not succeed. He has waved this about to the right and to the left in an attempt 
to convince his people that Iraq had succeeded in becoming the leading country in 

the Arab world and had fought strenuously against Israel, but it has never moved a 
finger against Zionism. Saddam SuSayn will very soon be in a difficult Situation. 
He will have to answer to his people, to his generale and to his party for what he 
has done, why he has unleashed this war against militarily superior Iran. It should 
be pointed out that with one single raid by 140 Phantoms we succeeded in bringing 
their entire industry and the country's vital centers to their knees. 


We have nothing against the Iraqi people, because they are our brothers. There are 
millions of persons of Iranian origin in that country. Our Shi'ite saints are 
buried precisely in Iraq and that country is sacred to us, its territories are 
sacred. We are not fighting against the people, but against the present Iraqi re- 
gime and we are aiming at helping those people and at overthrowing Saddam Hussein 
and all that he represents. 


[Question) What is Iran's position concerning the Palestinian problem and what do 
you think of the publicized Libya-Syria unification? 


[Answer] Islam is an internationalist ideology. We support every liberation move- 
ment and particularly the Palestinians. Both because they too are Islamic, and be- 
cause Jerusalem belongs to all three monotheistic religions, including Islam. The 
State of Israel was created by the imperialists, in order to have an outpost on 
which to rely for their policy in the Middle East. We are sensitive to the struggle 
against fascism and imperialism and, therefore, we are fighting, not because we have 
ambitions of hegemony, but because we believe in our principles. We make no dis- 
tinction of races or countries. The Palestinians are an oppressed people, just like 
some peoples in Asia and Latin America. 











We hope that not only Libya and Syria will unite, but alse the entire Islamic world, 
more Or less a8 you Burepeans have done with the BEC, in order to come to an agree~ 
ment, Therefore, not for military OF power reasons, but only in order to recreate 
that Islamic spirit and whity, in order to struggle against the bloes that are de~ 
vouring the world at present. We are annoyed at seeing many nations subjected so 
totally to the two blocs and at seeing their inability to act, perhaps because we 
are in a revolutionary phase in Iran and we cannot conceive of impotency and sub- 
Mission in others. 


(Question) Will the Iranian revolution remain an event closed in iteelf or will it 
seek to spread and to influence other nations? 


\Anewer) Regardless of whether or not we wish it, our revolution is already going 
beyond the Iranian borders and will continue to propagate. Because it is a new 
model for Islamic countries and for the whole Middle Bast. We do not want tv export 
Our revolution with military means, but rather in cultural terms of brotherhood and 
equality. The revolution will spread just as, for example, the Frev.ch revolution 
spread in Burope in cultural terms, neither more, nor less. Our victory over the 
former shah has put fear in the United States and the USER. The countries bordering 
on Iran are frightened, like Iraq, which is waging 4 war against us. Saudi Arabia 
is trembling, because, without American assistance, it would collapse overnight. 
Ours is an inevitable, historic battle. 


We are struggling against the American Government and not against the American peo-~ 
ple, let that be very clear. The Third World countries should think about their 
autonomy, their development. And we Iranians are not afraid of anyone, because we 
know that when a people makes a choice, it is ready to suffer for that choice. And 
today we are suffering much. 


[Question] We come to the thorny problem of the hostages. At present, how are your 
relations with the United States and how will they be in the future with President 
Reagan? 


[Anewer) The Americans have always conducted a superpower policy in Iran, but in 
the time of the former shah. When the Peacock Throne fell, they continued to plot 
to make the Islamic regime fall, with many means. With espionage activity in the 
Tehran Pmbassy, with the sending of arms to the Kurd rebels precisely by means of 
Iraq, with the installation of radio outside our borders to encourage counter- 
revolutionary campaigns. They brought together and financed the former SAVAK gen- 
erals abroad in an attempt to organize a coup, which failed. They have done every~ 
thing that they could do. 


In Connection with the American election, as far as we are concerned, both Carter 
and Reagan are spokesmen of the multinational corporations and nothing changes, 
absolutely nothing. They are not political presidents, because the votes cast by 
the Americans are not political. They are based on the more superficial character- 
istics of the candidate. [It is a conditioned choice, because only a few trusts or- 
ganize the will, the brains of the Americans. But, undoubtedly, there also are 
political votes in the United States, like the votes of the minorities and of the 
underprivileged. At any rate, American presidents are puppets of the multinational 
corporations that organize a game -- this really is serious -- of sending forward, 
depending on the historical circumstances, a hard man or a soft man and this is why 
nothing changes as far as we are concerned. 
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After all, we are not Making war against the American people, but against the policy 
of the American Gevernment, Perhaps in the future it will be possible to reopen 
the United States Embassy, but only te protect the interestaof the Iranians living 
there, Our relations will never be able to be as they were before, They must be 
relations based on respective sovereignty and equal political dignity, but nothing 
elise, With regard to the matter of the hostages, their fate is tied to the four 
fair conditions that Parliament has stated to the United States. In case the United 
States does not agree to these conditions, the whole decision with regard to this 
issue would be up to the Imam, to the president of the Republic, to the government 
and to the people. One thing is certain: the Americans can no longer impose any~ 
thing on the Iranian revolution, And this also applies to other nations. The Is- 
lamic Republic of Iran is a nonalined country and will remain so just to death. 


And iraq's Reasons 
Interview with Taha Ahmad Al-«Da' ud 


(Question) Can you explain to me, first of all, what the principles on which Iraqi 
society is based are? What kind of socialiem is Iraq's? 


[Anewerp The Iraqi nation consisteof two nationalities, that is to say Arabs and 
Kurds, but there also are other minorities and the greater part of the 13 million 
Iraqi believe in the Islamic religion, which is the state religion. Nevertheless, 
there are other rites and other religions that, Like the Islamic religion, are 
respected. This matter is governed by the Constitution of Iraq. With regard to 
the Kurds, their rights to autonomy have been quaranteed since 1! March 1974 and, 
at present, they have their legislative and executive institutions within the 
framework of the Iraqi State. The cultural rights of the other minorities have 
also been fully quaranteed. 


The present regime in Iraq, under the quidance of the Arab Socialist Ba'th Party, 

is a socialist democratic regime. It is neither a Marxist regime or a regime that 
can be connected with Burosocialiem, because our experiment is based on the speci- 
ficity of the Iraqi and Arab society, a society that has been characterized by back- 
wardness, ignorance, disease and persecution. It suffices to take into account also 
the fact that this socialist experiment does not concern Iraq alone, but rather has 
@ pan-Arab dimension. The Iraqi Government is promoting an overall process of 
social and economic development, in order to quarantee the prosperity of the Iraqi 
people, because ours is not 4 pauperitic socialiem, and, at the same time, an ef- 
fort is being made to develop the people's human and cultural capabilities, so that 
they may make their will known by means of elections and popular organizations. 

This is the very basis of our socialist experiment. 


This kind of experiment is closely connected also with our foreign policy, a policy 
that is based on independence and that respects the independence of others, a policy 
that is trying to create relations with other states on the basis of mutual interests, 
a policy based on faith in the principes of nonalinement and of struggle against im- 
perialiem and colonialiem, defense of the rights of the people and achievement of 

a new kind of world economic system based on equity between industrialized countries 
and developing countries. 














{Question} We come to the war with Iran for the ShattealeArab. There are many 
things in common between your two countries: the Islamic religion, common member 
ship in the organisation of nonalined countries and in OPEC and, therefore, also 
commen interests with regard to large oi] exporters, and finally you both are strug- 
giing against expansionism and you have a developing domestic economic situation, 
And, then, why the war? Would you support a solution to the present conflict 
through diplomatic channels? 


[Anewer) So many wars do not start either because of a religious difference or be- 
eause of professed faiths. For example, there was a war between European countries 
and all those countries believe in Christianity. There are many things in common 
between those countries, but, as is shown by 60 many examples, that does not rule 
out the fact that 4 national war in defense of one's own territory can be stopped 
by religious motives. There are also some who state that they believe in a faith 
but who, then, at the same time, persecute those who believe, like them, in the same 
faith. Iran is the best example. That so-called Islamic regime is waging a war of 
extermination against the Iranian Kurds and the Arabs who live i, the Arabistan re- 
gion. In order to have further proof of all that I am saying concerning this pro- 
blem, read the Constitution promulgated by the Iranian regime, which ignores the 
Cultural rights of the Arabs and of the Kurds and so many other peoples. 


Our war with Iran is not 4 war against the Iranian people, but against the Iranian 
regime guided by Khomeini who has rejected our calls for peace for restitution of our 
territories and of our rights over the waters of the Shatt-al<-Arab, as is stated in 
the treaties signed by both countries. Instead of pursuing a policy of mutual re- 
spect and good neighborliness, that regime tried to interfere in our internal af- 
fairs and attacked us on the border territories. It intensified its aggression early 
in September, bombing some Iraqi cities and, therefore, our frontier armed forces 
were compelled to intervene with reprisals. The Iranian regime has been advised 
several times to think wisely about returning its territories to Iraq, but it has 
Given no reply to these appeals. We have been compelled to reconquer our territories 
with the use of force. This was the only way for quaranteeing rights to those ter- 
ritories, after the failure of all our diplomatic and political attempts with regard 
to Iran. 


For |2 years now, that is to say since the birth of the 17 July 1968 revolution under 
the guidance of the Arab Socialist Ba'th Party, Iraq has always demonstrated its de- 
termination in the struggle against imperialism. On the other hand, what has the 
Iranian regime done against imperialism? Iran has a foreign policy based on confu- 
sion. Ite economy is in a state of chaos. Patriotic, democratic forces are perse- 
cuted. Political parties are prohibited. The press is not free. Freedom of speech 
does not exist. The Iranian people are persecuted. Their rights are trampled upon. 
There are mass executions. So many leaders in the shah's regime are still in power. 
Iranian O11 is in the hands of monopolistic companies. The expansionist aims of the 
new successors of the shah in the Arabian Gulf have increased intensely. There is a 
racist policy with regard to the Iranian people. The holding of the American hos- 
tages (which we believe is a game) has provided the Americans with justification for 
increasing their presence in the zone. Por all these reasons, how can we state that 
the Iranian regime is anti-imperialist? It is an autocratic region that is trying 
to take the country back to the Middle Ages. 


With regard to Iraq's position concerning the war, my country has emphasized, before 
and after the war, and still more definitely now, that it wants to settle the problem 
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peacefully and it has stated that it is ready to put an end to fighting and te nego~ 
tiate. Iraq ceased fire unilaterally, but Iran intensified its aggression and that 
put Iraq in @ position to continue hostilities. Although we are still in a position 
of firmness and superiority, we are still in favor of a cease-fire and of negotiations, 
provided our dignity and our rights are respected. 


{Question) What do you think of the Iranian revolution? 


|\Anewer) When the revolution took place in Iran, Iraq welcomed it favorably, be- 
cause it saved the people from the dictatorial regime of the shah. Therefore, my 
country respects the choices that the Iranian people have made and want to make, 

The Iranian regime quickly forgot, however, its people's aspirations and it is pur- 
suing the same policy as the shah. Moreover, the Tehran regime has made the living 
eonditions of the Iranian people considerably worse, because it has made no decision 
in the economic, social and political field and it has only given rise to discontent. 
Authority is divided, too divided, and chaos prevails everywhere. In order to reduce 
this internal tendion, the Khomeini regime has sought to unload this chaos abroad by 
means of attempts at interference in Iraqi affairs and affairs of the Gulf countries 
and of the entire Arab nation. Again I point out that we are with the Iranian peo- 
ple in their struggle to choose the regime that pleases them. 


(Question) Libya has announced unification with Syria, a country with which it seems 
to me that you do not have the best relations. In an interview released some time 
ago, Sa'dun Hammadi stated: “We view with favor any initiative for the purpose of 
strengthening the ability of any Arab country for overcoming the difference between 
our military force and Israel's." What do you think of this unification and what 
repercussions can it have in the Arab world, if it does not fall through? 


|Anewer) By now, everyone knows that the Libyan regime is changeable and also its 
previous attempts with certain countries toward unity have failed. First, with 
Egypt, then with Sudan, then with Syria and immediately afterwards with Tunisia. 
They all were attempts at covering up its domestic crises. All the plans proposed 
by the Libyan regime are only plans written on sheets of paper, on which the Arab 
people have never been able to have any way of expressing themselves. The attempts 
and the previous experiments between those two regimes clarify the reason why they 
are in no position to create real unity in which conditions for the real pan-Arab 
etruggle can exist. 


Strengthening of Arab power in military terms occurs when a regime devotes all its 
efforts to serving the pan-Arab battle objectively and with coordination. We do not 
believe that this new attempt by the Libyan regime can really affect the struggle 
against Zionism. That same regime, for example, has not been keeping faith with the 
decisions made in the Ninth Summit in Baghdad, in 1978, in which it was decided to 
strengthen the defensive potentiality of Syria and Jordan. I should like to point 
out to the readers that Arab wiity is a great strategic objective of our Arab So- 
cialist Ba'th Party, but it must be based on democracy and have the support of the 
Arab people. Militant, and not tactical, unity. 


(Question) Israel is your number one enemy. The Palestine issue is still alive. 
What is your country's present policy with regard to this problem? 











\Anewer) Iraq's position with regard to the Zionist entity is well known, It is 
based on the fact that it is a question of an entity of usurpers who have occupied 
Arab territories in Palestine and have expelled the original inhabitants, then re- 
placing the Palestinians with people of various nationalities. Zionism is still 
occupying and dominating the territories that belong only to the historically ori- 
ginal people. We shall never recognise Israel, but we ask the international com- 
munity to recognize the right of the Palestinian people to create a state of their 
own in Palestine, 


[Question] How are your relations at present with the United States and with the 
Soviet Union? 


{\Anewer) The Soviet Union is a country friendly to Iraq, with which it signed a 
friendship treaty in 1972, With regard to the United States, Iraq has not had di- 
plomatic relations since 1967, that is to say ever since the United States sup- 
ported Israel against the Arab nation. Those relations will remain like that, if 
the righte of the Arab nations are still ignored and they continue to take an ag~ 
gressive stand against the Palestinian cause and the Palestinian people.

(/Text/ In the course of an exclusive interview with KEYHAN, the chief of Tehran 
police declared his views regarding matters related to the police, the police eta- 
tions, provision of housing and increased wages for police officials, confrontation 
and punishment of criminals and escaped prisoners, the committees’ cooperation with 
the police and the police's expectations of the people. He said, "Now that Tehran 
has been subdivided into 20 sections, we will try to get matters related to each 
district investigated in that district itself, and this will create greater facili- 
ties in terms of investigating people's activities.” 


Answering a question on measures that had been taken with respect to housing and in- 
te are salaries for police officials up to now, Col Sadeqzadeh, chief of Tehran po- 
ice said, 


“The most important point which is the subject of the attention of Tehran police and 
the constabulary is that of housing for police officials, and I am trying with all 
my being and resources to draw the attention of national organs to this matter and 
to provide housing for officials who are serving under difficult conditions and are 
even deprived of having a two-room house, fin or to encourage them and make them 
interested in serving. Plans end recommendations have also been set forth on this 
matter.” 


"At the present time, a cooperative housing company has been formed within the con- 
stabulary and Col @azair has been elected managing director of this company by the 
members. The preliminary goal and program of this company is the quickest possible 
procurement of land so that we will be able to take measures to build houses for 
police officials in various sections of Tehran. This company is actually in contact 
with related organizations to get land, and God willing the necessary measures wil! 
soon be taken on this matter so that police officials may be freed from this problem. 


Subject of Increased Salaries and Subdivision of Tehran 


"Regarding increased salaries, I must say that to the extent that it is connected to 
me, we will carry out measures, but the whole decision is not up to me. It is the 
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responsibility of nigher officials, and, in light of the increase in the cost of 
living level and the low income of officials, they must make an overall investigation 
into this issue and, decide,” 


The question was asked: Several police station branches are now operating in Tehran, 
How has the people's cooperation with the police been since the triumph of the re- 
volution, and how do you justify the limits of police activities? Will the opening 
of extra stations in heavily populated areas of the city be felt? By what rules, 
basically, are the changes in station chiefs in Tehran made, and are these changes 
made through your superviston? 


Col Sadeqzadeh said, “At the present time about 30 police stations and some guard 
posts are Operating throughout Tehran, and of course for the most part or one should 
say entirely committees are situated in these stations and the guards are in close 
cooperation with police officials in every field. Regarding the people's coopera- 
tion with the police, one must say that the people have recently been feeling that 
the police are a popular institution and are acting on behalf of their legitimate 
requests and needs, and the unremitting, tireless activities of officials following 
the revolution have drawn the greater trust of the people. For this reason, if there 
are problems or if there are requests, or if crimes are in the course of being hatched 
and there are matters of which the police must be informed, they give us information 
with great confidence and we also conduct investigations with a feeling of committment 
and with full interest in their requests and referrals, to the extent that that is in 
the power of the police, and add to their trust.” In continuing his statement, he ad- 
ded, “According to an overal) plan which has been carried out, Tehran has been sub- 
divided into 20 separate districts from the standpoint of the mayor's office and we 
and the other organizations which must respond to the requirements of the people, 
such as the mayor's office, the Electricity and Water Organization, the police pre- 
cincts, telephones and so forth, will be concentrated within precincts and will oper- 
ate according to rules so that the people will not be compelled to go to other pre- 
cincts for every errand. Of course we imagine that we will be carrying this work out 
as soon as possible, if only as an experiment, but now we are faced with the shortage 
of personnel and to make this plan practical in the 20 sections of Tehran, we need 
personnel and support. Let me add that with respect to this plan several meetings 
have been held to exchange views and hold discussions in the presence of the head of 
instruction of the police department, the representative of the mayor's office and 
the representative of the constabulary.” 


The Question of Changes and Hiring 


Regarding changes in the police department and the hiring of new officials, the police 
chief said, “Our precince heads are all the object of support, are acceptable and are 
continuing their service. Even if changes should be necessary, it is true that they 
can be carried out by my supervision; however, we have set forth the principle, based 
on the holy verse ‘and consult with them in the matter,’ that the decisionmaker wil] 
not be one person but rather that the appointments and transfers that are made wil! 

be investigated and decided on in accordance with the opinions of the council which 
meets every Sunday in the presence of the consulting head investigation of Tehran 
police, two experienced persons from the police station, and a consultant sent by the 
army, with respect to removals, appointments, transfers and reasons for them." 














Regarding the shortage of police personne! and the hiring of new officials, he said, 
"What is certain is that if we want to provide the requirements of the people in ev- 
ery section from the standpoint of services, it is natural that our requirements for 
police officials will be greater than at present with the sub-division of Tehran in- 
to 20 sections, and in that case steps will be taken to hire new officials by people 
in charge of the matter." 


Regarding the number of Tehran police officials at the present time, Col Sadeqzadeh 
said, “We have about 5,500 officials throughout Tehran, less Karaj of course." 


Crimes Are Around Zero 


The question was then asked, What is your opinion on the efficiency of the police in 
terms of controlling order in the city? What are the daily statistics on the arrests 
of criminals and to what degree has this been effective in reducing crime? 


The police chief replied, "Of course the subject is still not ideal. However, we are 
intending to raise our efficience to the ideal level through our tireless labor and 
efforts, since, in the 7-million-person city of Tehran, statistics on thefts and mis- 
demeanor crimes are from 10 to 12 cases per 24 hours, which, one can state, for a 
city of 7 million is tantamount to zero. Of course, we will not be satisfied with 
this either and we will attempt to bring this limit even lower, since this is a group 
of people who want to become rich as quickly as possible, for which Islam does not ad- 
mit any legality. Of course, their arrest and censure from the psychological stand- 
point is a palliative; they must in fact be guided and instructed through social, 
Islamic teachings so that they may refrain from these ugly acts of theirs, work just 
like all other poeple, labor and pass their lives in this manner." 





In response to a question on how long the committees which have established them- 
selves in the police stations will remain there, and whether their presence in the 
stations is beneficial, Col Sadeqzadeh said, 


"This is not something which I can answer, but we are most cooperative with them. As 
you are aware, after the doors to the prisons were opened, a large group of prisoners 
escaped, the judicial authorities issued orders to arrest them, and a number were ar- 
rested." 


The question was asked how many such prisoners had been arrested so far and why sta- 
tistics on them had not yet been issued; was the arrest of this group part of the 
Tehran Police's program? 


"This issue is 100 percent part of our duties. We always and under every condition 
arrest criminals. Of the escaped prisoners from the previous regime a number who 

have been identified have also been arrested and handed over to the judiciary authori- 
ties and the rest will be arrested gradually. We will publish statistics on these 
»erested prisoners later." 


The question was asked: The Tehran police also have problems; could you please state 
what those problems are and what expectations you have of the relevant authorities? 


"We always expect only cooperation from the people in the first place and the rele- 
vant authorities in the second place, and this cooperation from the people and the 
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organizations can make us more successful, If the people are not indifferent regard- 
ing occurrences and inform us of issues, even by telephone, we can easily resolve 
many of the problems," 


The question was asked: It is possible that some people might have complaints a- 
bout police officers and officials. In this case, to what relevant authorities do 
they submit their complaints? 


The police chief said, "If such a matter comes up, the people can submit their com- 
plaint to the Constabulary Consultation and Investigation Department headed by Mr 
Safizadeh, a very reputable, combative and discerning man. Investigation will be 
made into their complaint, without review, and, in case of need, the official at 
fault will be censured." 


The question was asked: a group of brothers in the police have been sent to the bat- 
tle front to fight against the aggressor enemy. Some groups of officials have al- 
ready gone to the front; how has their performance been? 


Col Sadeqzadeh answered, "By orders of Mr Mir Salim, the honorable supervisor of the 
constabulary, who decreed that police officers should also be sent to the front to 
defend the nation's boundaries in accordance with their lawful duty, a large number 
of our officers and officials have voluntarily been sent to the battle front; if we 
had wished to send all these volunteers, they would have been too many and a disrup- 
tion would have been created in Tehran's service needs. Therefore, because the volun- 
teers were numerous, lots were drawn among them and a number were sent off to the front. 
Out of this number, so far seven officers and men of officer's rank have met a high de- 
gree of martyrdom in defending the borders of the Islamic country against the apostate 
armies, and a large number have also been wounded and are now bedridden in various 
hospitals. Some have also been unscathed." 
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MONEY TO WAR VICTIMS=-The Iranian Voice and Vision correspondent has reported 
from Dubayy that a group of brother Arabs residing in ash-Shariqah visited the 
war victims relief committee in Dubayy and expressed readiness to fight on the 
front against the Iraqi aggressors, They also wished a quick victory for the 
Islamic army and donated 8,500 dirhams to the war victims. The correspondent 

adds that an Arab woman donated 2,000 dirhams, which was half of the amount she

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TENSIONS IN ARAB COMMUNITY NEED TO BE REDUCED

(Text) Several negative trends have become apparent recently in the Arab community 
and in the government's relations with that community. Such trends require close 
scrutiny and proper remedy in order to stop a dangerous internal deterioration, 


After years of Jewish-Arab coexistence, as equal citizens in one state--even during 
times of hostility and bloody wars on the borders--we naw have internal and 
external manifestations which are strange and destructive--unlike anything in the 
past. 


If such bad influences take root they may severely damage internal relations among 
the various communities and thwart the ongoing effort to integrate the Arab comm- 
nity regardless of age or class in the life of the country, and give Arabs a sense 
of equality and civic duty in all facets of life like all other citizens, 


Repeated attempts from the outside to undermine normal living conditions in Israel, 
to subvert the political system, and to introduce destructive elements into the 
system, which now and then gain support from the inside, should, first and fore- 
most, bring an adverse reaction from the Arab citizens themselves, those who wish 
to live in peace with their Jewish neighbors, develop their own culture, and raise 
their standard of living as loyal Israeli citizens. 


But there should also be an awareness on the part of the government and effective 
action to prevent the kindling of hostility among Arab citizens toward the state 
and to stop the infiltration of terrorist elements which may hurt Arab citizens 
and create security and political complications inside Israel, This has to be 
dealt with wisely, sensitively, yet decisively. 


The harsh and hurtful words of ministers Gid'on Pat and Ariel Sharon which suggest 
emigration and threats of expulsion--the former offering an Arab who is an Israeli 
citizen to hire a cab and leave Israel “within half an hour," and the latter warn- 
ing about a “repeated human tragedy" of uprooting, as happened in the War of 
Independence--can only create unnecessary fears, undermine stability, and prepare 
the ground for the germination of nationalistic slogans which are heard constantly 
across our border, All this can serve as fertile ground for the growth of 
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hostility from within which will poison the atmosphere of intercommunal cooperation 
which has existed since the birth of the atate, despite the surrounding war and 
enmity, though not without shortcomings and exceptions, 


The words of ministers in this government, which are vulgar and wild, have more 
than once caused damage to our lifestyle and to cultural norms within the Jewish 
community iteelf, Now they are directed at the Arab community, and they can wound 
the soul of citizens who live in the state by right and with dignity. 


ror indeed, any citizen, Jew, Arab or other, is equal before the iaw, a free person 
within his own domain, subject to the law, required to obey it, and entitled to 
civilized and respectful treatment by the authorities, 


We have never before heard a Jewish citizen being threatened with expulsion from 
Israel, and now such a threat, generalized and unspecified, is directed at an 
Arab citizen, 


We must also be mindful of the damaging effect this would have on world public 
opinion, 


Israel's policies, attitudes and decision, have not aroused great sympathy during 
recent years, Statements by members of the government about an expected tragedy 
and a mass expulsion and a suggested emigration of Arabs cannot gain understanding, 
appreciation and respect toward Israel in the world arena and improve its ima,e 
among enlightened nations. 


The language used by ministers of the government among themselves or in talking to 
citizens is not only a reflection on the government; such wild language severely 
damages cultural life, educational values, and the political style of the country, 
while threatening normal governance, basic rights, and the democratic process.

PALESTINIANS SEEN AMENABLE TO ACCOMODATION WITHOUT PLO

Analyse State of Palestinians from Camp David to Persian Gulf War") 


[Text] A Palestinian political community has come into being in the West Bank and 
Gaza since the Yom Kippur War, along with a foundation for a state in those terri- 
tories, whether we like it or not. These words were spoken by Professor Moshe 
Maoz, a Hebrew University Middle East expert, at the end of last week, Professor 
Maoz spoke on the subject "The PLO and the Local Leadership in the West Bank," at 
a seminar sponsored by the History of the Middle East class at Haifa University, 
in memory of Middle East scholar David Farhi, The seminar dealt with the topic 
"The Palestinians from Camp David to Persian Gulf War," 


According to Professor Maoz, the Liberal policy of Israel in the territories was a 
factor in this process, The local residents have come to regard the liberal regime 
as an occupier and this feeling shared by the entire population increased the 
solidarity and brought together the various political groups in the territories, 
All Israeli activities in the territories, including those intended for the welfare 
of the population, have been seen as an attempt to annex the territories and this 
feeling has caused a rise in extremism, Paradoxically, Professor Maoz stressed, 
the autonomy plan, which was meant to improve the situation in the territories, is 
regarded as another attempt at annexation, Israel's liberal policy in the terri- 
tories, as manifested by full employment, encouraging higher education, modernized 
agriculture and medicine etc,, brought a change different from what was originally 
intended. 


The change in distribution of income which benefits the farmers and works against 
the white collar workers, reduced the dependency of the younger generation on the 
old leadership and strengthened its position, The exposure to Israeli democracy, 
freedom of the press and the supremacy of the law, helped in Professor Maoz's 
opinion, new, more radical groups, This can be seen in the events taking place 
at higher education institutions which, according to Maoz, became the spearhead in 
the local population's struggle. 


The 1975 elections which were in effect the only democratic elections in the Arab 
world, brought the PLO into power in the municipalities. Massive financial support 
of the West Bank by the PLO, says Maoz, reduced the dependency of the local popula- 
tion on the Israeli regime, 
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To what extent can the new leadership in the West Bank provide an alternative to 
the PLO which could reach an accomodation with Lerael without PLO participation? 
Professor Maoz thinks that the large majority in the territories does not support 
the PLO and under certain conditions would prefer to deal with Ierael even without 
the PLO, They would do it not because they love us, but for selfish reasons, 
First, because of their safety. They know that in case of war they wll be the 
first ones to suffer, Second, for economic reasons, They may not want to be 
ruled by Israel, but they certainly wish to keep economic ties and deal with the 
leraeli democratic society. He added that the affinity of the majority in the 
territories with the PLO is nebulous and is mainly Lip service rather than real, 
In reality, the majority objects to the PLO, but this majority is not organized 
and will not come out openly against the PLO, The change will not occur also 
because of what he defines as the “Palestinian Syndrome" according to which modera- 
tion does not pay off, 


Can the Israeli government solidify this silent majority and reach an accomodation 
with it behind the back of the PLO? Professor Maoz answers in the affirmative, 
provided this majority is given legitimacy, if not from the PLO, the natural source, 
at least from Jordan, 


Der Yuval Arnon of Haifa University who studies internal relations within the PLO 
has found that internal relations in the PLO are affected by divisive as well as 
unifying factors. The divisive factors stem from the fact that the PLO is an 
umbrella organization of eight different groups, four of which are controlled by 
different Arab states, Thus the rivalries in the PLO are not only of a Pales- 
tinian nature but also reflect the conflicts in the Arab world as a whole, 


Despite the divisiveness, two elements help keep the unity within the umbrella, 
The PLO's role as the legitimate representative of the Palestinian people helps 
prevent a schism, A second unifying element is the ideology which calls for the 
liquidation of Israel, which all groups share, If an individual PLO leader makes 
a moderate statement about Israel, when it comes to an official decision, the 
overall radical position prevails, Dr Arnon pointed out, 


Dr Yosef Nevo of Haifa University maintains that Jordan's Palestinian policy since 
Camp David appears illogical and erratic but in effect it reflects an adherence to 
basic goals which have not changed during the last 3 years, mainly the preservation 
of the Hashemite dynasty and the Jordanian hegemony over the Palestinians and the 
West Bank. 


Middle East expert Dan Shiftan said that it seemed that the inter-Arab system was 
able under Iraq's leadership to meet Sadat's challenge by isolating it, At the 
center of the new consensus which was forged by the struggle against the Camp David 
accords were placed the PLO demands. This past year the inter-Arab rifts and 
confrontations have exposed the flimsiness of this consensus and the critical 
dependency of the PLO upon the Arab states and their vicissitudes, The war in 

the Persian Gulf, according to Shiftan, has made this clear and has caused observ- 
ers in the west to reconsider the excessive importance imputed to the PLO. The 
PLO is not ready to leave the stage, but at least for the time being its successes 
have been curtailed, Shiftan maintains,

HUSAYN SEEN PLAYING MORE ACTIVE ROLE SOON

Year Than in the Past") 


(text) An old player is about to reappear on the Middle East stage, which is full 
of tired heroes, Backstage, he is preparing for his new role, but if early signs 
are correct, 1981 may become "King Husayn's Year." We will hear a great deal about 
him next year, For several years Yassir Arafat successfully acted as the Middle 
Bast star-on-duty, the most quoted and the most photographed (with short or long 
stubble of beard, with or without dark glasses), when he had to move over and share 
the limelights with President Sadat, the “peace hero," Next year this hero will 
have to make do with 4 lesser role when, ae it now appears, the center stage will 
be occupied by one who recently was again referred to by Arafat as “traitor” and 
was described by Sadat in mny graphic ways (of which the latest is “clown"). 


Rehabilitation After the Excommunication 


It is a mistake to expect immediate revolutionary changes in Husayn's position. 
The so-called "Jordanian option” is not a note which can be cashed in, or a signed 
and sealed contract which can be put into effect, We are facing a year during 
which much groundwork will take place, many test balloons will be sent off, and 
many smokescreens will be blown, Delay and diversionary tactics will be used. 

But aside from all this one cannot ignore the solid core of recent events and the 
subsequent course of events in the weeks and months to come. In these events 
King Husayn occupies a good position in the inter-Arab arena, as was seen in the 
Arab summit at Amman, 


Husayn the outcast was rehabilitated by Iraq, the champion of the Arab Rejectionist 
Front, and given the patronage of rich conservative Saudi Arabia. With these two 
allies Husayn can reassert his inter-Arab and international status as authorized 
and full partner in any negotiations and settlement of the Palestinian problem 

(in all its aspects). Husayn can make sure, if he so wishes, that no solution is 
obtained in this issue which affects the very existence of his kingdom, without 
him and at his expense. This contest is mainly between Husayn and Arafat. It is 
a tug of war but not a boxing match. It is mot a contest in which one may win by 
knockout or by points. Husayn cannot hope for such outcome next year, not even 

in the best of cases from his standpoint. Husayn my obtain initially de facto 














and later de jure recognition for the PLO as 4 necessary partner without whom the 
Palestinian problem cannot be resolved, Slowly and gradually Husayn will try 
(with help from the U.5., lerael, and perhaps even President Sadat) to push Arafat 
aside and in the end even out, 


The PLO--In Syrian Captivity 


Such accomplishment on Husayn's part seems possible especially in recent days, At 
the Arab summit the PLO was absent for the first time in several summits, The PLO 
is now 4 captive of Syria, Lts bases and centers of power are in Syria and Lebanon 
and Lebanon too, is within range of Syrian control, This may be the only result 

of the concentration of Syrian forces on the Jordanian border since the summit and 
atter it. The PLO bird is inside the Syrian cage and if the summit wanted to 
release the PLO the Syrian threat came to prevent it, Some time may pase before 
this new situation will be clarified and before it enters international conscious- 
ness. but if there is to be 4 mini-summit between Husayn and President Reagan when 
the former visits Washington next Pebruary, it is clear that the Palestinian 
problem and the ways to solve it as well as the possibility of Jordan joining the 
negotiations with lerael regarding 4 peace treaty--either within or outside the 
Camp David accords--will occupy 4 prominent place, 


Another Summit? 


Husayn said this week that if this is to happen he will call another Arab summit, 
It is possible, as will become clear then, that, looking back, the first step was 
taken at the last summit with the presence of Syrian forces at Jordan's border 
and the trapping of Arafat in the Syrian cage, 


This possibility depends quite naturally not only on Husayn's intentions, More 
than ever we will witness next year the use of the principle of linkage among the 
various arenas. There will be close reciprocal relation with the Lraq-Iran war, 
with the two super powers’ relations in the Middle East and in Europe, following 
the events in Poland and the possibility of Russian occupation, Events in Israel 
will also have much influence over it. The Likud government will try to keep 
Husayn away from the scene and postpone negotiations with him for another 3 years, 
which is also Sadat's wish, By next February it will become more clear when the 
next elections in Israel will take place and when a new government will be formed, 
A new government in Israel will be more willing than the present one to negotiate 
a peace agreement with Husayn, Not necessarily within the framework of the Camp 
David accords, Husayn for his part will enter the arena with an anti-Israel stance 
until it becomes clear Israel is willing to recognize him as a partner to the 
negotiations and to solving the Palestinian problem, All these are question marks 
for the future. In any event it is clear Husayn will play a role next year far 
more important than in the past. He got his sought after rehabilitation at the 
last Arab summit and the Syrian threat helped him as well.

MINISTER DISCUSSES FIRE, ELECTRICITY NEEDS 
Kuwait AL-QABAS in Arabic 2 Dec 80 p 4 


[Article: "First Press Conference for Minister of Electricity and Water; Inade- 
quate Safety Measures Caused Spread of Fire at al-Shu'aybah Power Plant; Generat- 
ing Capacity Increases Next Summer to 2,686 Megawatts; State Pays 1,000 Dinars 
Annually For Each Consumer") 


[Excerpts] Minister of Electricity and Water Khalaf Ahmad al-Khalaf held his 
first press conference since taking over his cabinet post more than a year ago. 
Although the conference was called originally to discuss conditions surrounding 
the fire at South al-Shu'aybah power plant on 2 July, Minister al-Khalaf held a 
press conference which lasted more than 1 and 1/2 hours. Undersecretary Zayd 
Fahd al-Zayd also attended the press conference. 


At the beginning of his press conference, Minister al-Khalaf stressed the role of 
the citizen and resident in the coming period, saying that this role is not limit- 
ed to time of crisis and emergency only but is a constant role. He confirmed what 
AL-QABAS had published about eliminating the idea of establishing gas units to 
support the plant's energy production and explained the reasons for that. He 

then reviewed future expectations and available capabilities. He said: "We are 
wagering on 1981 for important things to happen in connection with increasing 

the supply of electricity." 


The press conference was tantamount to a press statement, but the minister talked 
at length in response to reporters’ questions, which forced him to discuss every- 
thing including nuclear energy. 


al-Shu'aybah Fire 


Minister al-Khalaf opened the conference by telling the reporters: "A great deal 
has been written and a great deal has been said about the regrettable fire which 
broke out at South al-Shu'aybah power plant the night of 2 July. Some of what 

was written and said was based on fact and truth, and some was based on conjec- 
ture and supposition. Now, after the completion of the investigation of the inci- 
dent and analysis of its causes and effects by officials, experts and a fact- 
finding committee formed by the Council of Ministers, and now that the council 

has received the committee's report and sanctioned it, it has become suitable 

for me to meet with you to discuss this incident as well as other subjects 
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connected with electrical energy. This will enable you to carry out your role 
of conveying the facts to the people and eliminating the doubts which were raised 
about this incident,” 


Detaila 


On Wednesday, 2 July 1980 at 1900, a large fire broke out outside one of the 
boilers of South al-Shu'aybah power plant and quickly spread to the cables, the 
temperature control room, and other equipment which burned before the fire could 
be put out and forced the ministry to shut down the plant. The intensity of the 
fire eliminated any signe which might establish conclusively the cause of the 

fire and the spot where it started, but all reports think it likely that the cause 
was sudden leakage of fuel outside one of the boilers. They have completely ruled 
out any act of sabotage. 


Lt should be noted here that the average fuel consumption of one boiler is about 
1,000 liters of oil a minute. After detecting the fire, safety devices worked 
automatically to shut off the fuel supplies (gas and oil). Immediate steps were 
taken to shut down the plant and empty the generators of hydrogen gas (explosive) 
which ies used to cool them. However, the fire continued to apread to the cables 
and to some other equipment and flammable construction material until it reached 
the temperature control room, where there were a number of workers. The fire 
generated gases and suffocating fumes which spread quickly and filtered into the 
control room through the air conditioning ducts so that the workers were subjected 
to suffocating fumes while carrying out emergency procedures to contain the fire 
and to save the equipment. Fire and fumes blocked the normal exits, so some work- 
ers were forced to take refuge in the electrical control room until the arrival 

of the firemen, who rescued the workers and got them out safely with ropes. After- 
ward, some of the workers in the station cooperated with the firemen to extinguish 
the fire, which was brought under control completely at 0330. 


Safety Hazards and Committee Recommendations 


Minister al-Khalaf announced that it was clear that the cause of the spread of 
the fire was basically the fact that not enough attention was paid to safety. 
That is represented in the design of the plant, poor coordination between the 
plant and the fire department, lack of preparedness to fight industrial fires of 
such intensity, and the station's lack of a qualified group trained in safety 
rules and firefighting. 


He said that at the end of the investigation the committee submitted the follow- 
ing recommendations: 


Immediately installing sprinkler systems on every level, and installing sprinkler 
openings over each boiler to ensure an adequate water supply to cool and extin- 
guish any fire. 


Flammable cables must be protected by a type of asbestos covering or fire- 
resistant paint. 























All openings where cables pase through partitions must be closed immediately by 
any method which would prevent fire from spreading for a period of one-half to 
lL hour. For example, it would be possible to use pellets of vermiculite mixed 
with cement, since thie material ia lightweight and highly effective. 


Fire prevention equipment must be designed to trigger a warning siren in the main 
control room when it goes into operation. 


Fire prevention equipment must immediately shut off and close tightly air condi- 
tioning systems in that area to prevent any air or air currents from infiltrating. 


All areas such as the outside of the boiler must be examined and inepected at 
regular intervals by a person or persons responsible for supervising those areas 
or that equipment. The visit is to be recorded in loge prepared for this purpose. 


All cable paths must be protected by location or by the use of fire walle. 


The paths of electrical cables and control cables must be separated. Cables are 
to be moved as far away as possible from any likely fire source. 


lt is preferable for all locations to be supplied and equipped with the usual 
automatic precautions against fires, such as heat-sensitive apparatus, to give an 
early warning. 


All cables installed in hot locations or in locations which could be exposed to 
danger of fire must be of the metal coated type. 


It is suggested that examination and investigation committees be formed within 
hours of an incident, when information is still fresh in the minds of those con- 
cerned. These committees should be headed by a responsible person who is not 
directly connected with the incident under investigation. 


A higher level of workers requires in turn comprehensive support for systems of 
hiring, training and keeping trained workers by giving them material and moral 
incentives. 


Expectations for Next Summer 


Concerning next summer, Minister al-Khalaf said that as to supplying additional 
generating capacity, it is expected that the repair work now under way on the 
temperature control room, cables, and other equipment rendered inoperative by 

the fire will be completed before summer, and that South al-Shu'aybah power plant 
will return to regular service with all of its six units (rather than three, as 
at present). 


Thus available generating capacity in summer 1981 will be 4.2 megawatts more than 
the capacity now available. Also, work is now in progress to construct a new 

gas turbine plant at East al-Dawhah power plant with a maximum capacity of 108 
megawatts. This plant will be ready before next summer. Thus it is expected 
that the maximum generating capacity available next summer will be 2,686 mega- 
watts. 
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As for the electrical load anticipated for summer of 1981, the ministry's previ- 
ous "“pre=fire" estimates indicate that it will be between 2600 and 2700 megawatts, 
and that requires inetalling additional generating capacity by the fastest means 
possible, which is gas turbines, Therefore, the miniatry made initial contacts 

to bulld @ gaa turbine power plant with a capacity of about 400 megawatts in the 
Sabhan region, but several obstacles appeared which prevented continuation of the 
project, and the ministry was forced to abandon the idea, 


After the fire the ministry renewed the idea of increasing the electrical generat~ 
ing capacity by summer of 198] and drew up an emergency plan to establish three 
semi=temporary power plants (one in al-Fintas, one on the al-Sadis al-Da'iri Road, 
and one in Sabhan), including some gas turbines which the ministry has been told 
are ready for shipment from a number of industrial companies. After studying this 
plan and discussing it in detail with a chosen number of companies, some doubts 
appeared about the possibility of completing them before summer of 1981, in addi- 
tion to what the ministry had learned about the difficulty of supplying the neces- 
sary tuel and the technical problema which would stand in the way of the operation 
of connecting this plant with the network. It became clear to the ministry that 
the efforts and capital necessary to implement this plan did not balance the 
temporary (one-year) benefite which might not be realized at the appropriate time, 
especially since the schedules indicate that additional generating capacity will 
be available from the Western al-Dawhah plant in 1982. Once again the ministry 
found that it was appropriate to disregard this emergency plan, in accordance 

with what AL-QABAS reported last month, and rely on public education measures and 
on continuation of the new pattern of consumption to keep the load for summer of 
1981 within the limits permitted by available generating capacity, between 2250 
and 2350 megawatts, keeping the normal reserve which was mentioned earlier. 


Minister al-Khalaf added: "I mentioned earlier that the annual maximum electrical 
load normally occurs in the month of September and that the maximum load recorded 
in September 1980 (under the auspices of public education measures) was 1,875 
megawatts. If we add to this load an annual increase of 20 percent (that is, 375 
megawatts, a relatively large increase), it is estimated that the maximum elec- 
trical load for summer of 1981 will be about 2,250 megawatts if public education 
measures continue to be applied and if consumers continue to cooperate, as they 
did during and after the crisis. This load could be covered by the available 
generating capacity in the summer of 1981, but this does not rule out the possi- 
bility that the ministry could resort next summer to partial interruption of ser- 
vice in exceptional and emergency situations." 


Establishing Electrical Capacity in the Future 


The picture is brighter for the future. Generating capacity will improve a great 
deal after the Western al-Dawhah power plant begins operation in 1982, and it will 
remain good for several more years. When completed, the Western al-Dawhah plant 
will include eight units, each with a capacity of 300 megawatts, for a total of 
2,400 megawatts. That will almost double the current generating capacity, raising 
it to about 5,000 megawatts. That will cover Kuwait's need for electricity until 
1984 (or perhaps 1985). Also, the ministry started some time ago to make the 
necessary arrangements to build a new power plant in the southern region. It will 
be in operation in 1985 and will help to cover Kuwait's needs until about 1990. 
That will be followed by another plant which may be built either in the al-Sabiyah 
region or in the al-Zawr region due to the spread of construction and prosperity 
in Kuwait in the coming decade.

PROBLEMS CONCERNING ARMY PROMOTIONS DISCUSSED 
Beirut AL-SAFIR in Arabic 3 Jan 81 p 1 


[Article: "The Case of the ‘Symbols of War' Freezes 1981 Nominations; 30 Army 
Officers Promoted, Including Post-War Graduates") 


[Text] President Ilyas Sarkis signed a decree yesterday, promoting 30 army officers 
from the rank of captain and below. Governmental sources said that they included 
those who graduated after the 2 years war. 


Now, after the date set for promotion and nominations for 198] has passed (mid- 
night 31 December-1 January), the ruling faces a twofold problem: 


The first difficulty pertains to the group of officers from the rank of captain 
and above, whose promotions were postponed last year. 


The second difficulty concerns the officers nominated for promotion this year, 
because it is legally incorrect to nominate them without promoting the previous 
group. 


The reason for freezing the promotions of the 1980 group relates to its inclusion 
of officers who are "symbols of war," Col Antoine Barakat, Col Ibrahim Tannus and 
Major Francis Zayn. 


Informed sources say that when agreement is reached on promoting this group, and 
it is assumed that that will happen in the course of this month, then it is likely 
that a promotion decree will be issued along with the nominations. 


The sources added that there is also a problem with regard to the list that Army 
Chief Victor Khouri submitted, concerning officers of the rank of captain and 
above, since it was sectarianly unbalanced (42 Christians, 18 Moslems), whereas 
the decree issued yesterday, number 3736, included 15 Moslems and 15 Christians. 


Ministerial sources said yesterday that the government has begun to search for a 
"reasonable solution" to the promotion crisis. 


Sources clarified that the government faced a big problem, especially after a new 
year has passed with these promotions still frozen. 
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They think it unlikely that a solution will be found that is incompatible with the 
considerations that forced Dr Salim al-Huss' government to freeze these promotions. 


The sources indicated that the government is not tying its position to a specific 
timeframe, but has a program which it is studying, pertaining to promotions and to 
both rebuilding and reorganizing the army on a sound basis. 


Meanwhile, the Phalangists have warned, through WAKALAH AL-ANBA', which they 
publish: "Is Prime Minister al-Wazzan following the direction of his predecessor, 
Premier al-Huss, toward what is called the legitimate gains, in addition to 
Palestinian, leftist and foreign pressure?" 


It was noted that the Ministry of Defense hastily prepared a draft law, |: ler 

to get its approval in the cabinet. It was transferred to the parliament to decide 
on making the promotions retroactive, so that the government could be able to grant 
the previous and present promotions simultaneously.

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FRUIT EXPORT STATISTICS REPORTED 
Beirut AL-NAHAR in Arabic 5 Jan 81 p 6 


[Article: "Fruit Exports in the Third Quarter of 1980; Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, 
Syria and Jordan Monopolize 80 Percent of the Exports") 


[Text] During the third quarter of this year (July, August and September) fruit 
exporte amounted to 45,744 tons, including 11,778 tons of apples, 6,171 tons of 
citrus fruite, and 27,795 tons of other fruit, particularly pears, grapes, peaches, 
plums and apricots. 


As regards markets, Saudi Arabia was the central one, importing some 34.40 percent 
of the total exports, followed by Jordan, 17.18 percent; Syria, 14.52 percent; and 
Kuwait 14.51 percent. The rest was divided among the other Arab countries. 


It can be concluded from this that fruit exports were concentrated in four markets, 
principally Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Jordan and Syria, which monopolized 80 percent 
of total exports. 


If this quarter's exports do not give a true picture of the various categories, 
since in the beginning of the season we exported apples and citrus fruits, it does 
give a clear picture of export distribution in terms of markets. 


However, it is expected that some change will occur in the fourth quarter of 1980 
in the percentage of exports to Iraq, which during the third quarter amounted to 
only 3 percent. This change is the result of Iraq contracting to buy 7,000 tons 
of apples, and from its return to the importation of citrus fruits, in quantities 
that may reach 10,000 tons. 


It remains to refer to the fact that no other changes have been mentioned in the 
makeup of import markets for Lebanese fruit, except that reference must be made to 
the fact that the last few years have brought the following factors to light: 


1. Quantities consumed locally have increased, due to the rise of purchasing 
power and the increase of revenues. 


2. The export of lemons to socialist countries has stopped, and Gulf countries 
are now being relied upon to consume this type of citrus fruit.
